Vocational rehabilitation is avail- 


able to all disabled civilians having 
employment handicaps. 
The sick 


and injured cannot be considered 
cured until they have again be- 
come self-sustaining members of 
society. Training is provided with- 
out expense to (he individual by 
various stale departments of edu- 
cation under a -stale-federal pro- 
gram. Ex-service men with physi- 
cal or mental delects who are not 
eligible for benefits from Ihe Veter- 
an's Administration may also re- 
ceive this service. 


Conservative estimates 
indicate 


that over one and one-half mil- 
lion disabled persons could profit 
from 
vocational 
rehabilitation. 


Philosophy 
of rchabillation 
is 


to conserve 
that which remains 


so the individual can 
help him- 


self. 
If a medical condition in- 


terferes with employment or wiln 
| training, it can be corrected by 
the rehabilitation agony 
if no 


other service is available. 
EARLY START IMPORTANT 


Most important step in restoring 


the handicapped to employ-ability is 
to start.the program as soon as 
possible. Physicians, social workers 
public health nurses, and others 
can prevent the harmful 
effecls 


of idleness and hopelessness 
by 


calling Ihe slate agency's attention 
to the disabled person before he 
is discharged from medical care. 


Formal training should not be 


started until the disability has be- 
come 
stationary. 
Pre-vocational 


training can begin as soon as Ihe 
patient 
is able to spend a few 


hours each day in study. 


Rehabilitation specialists 
ascer- 


tain the kind of training the in- 
dividual 
would like 
lo receive. 


His interests arc checked with job 
opportunities and his own capac- 
ity 
to be trained in this field. 


Physical 
therapy, 
occupational 


therapy and psychiatric treatment 
are given throughout 
convales- 


cence to secure maximum recov- 
ery and good social adjustment. 
The disabled man 
may believe 


he will not be accepted by society 
because of his handicap, and this 
feeling must be overcome. 
M A I N T E N A N C E P R O V I D E D 


Every type of training can be 


secured for the disabled. Dur- 
ing the period of study, mainte- 
nance and transportation can be 
provided. On 
completion 
of his 


course 
the trainee is helped to 


find a position. For some of the 
disabled, 
especially those 
with 


visual handicaps, follow-up serv- 
ice on the job helps Ihem lo ad- 
just lo changes in procedure and 
woik schedules. 


Vocational 
rehabilitation 
pays 


in dollars and cents by changing 
the disabled from tax consumers 
to tax producers. In one stale an 
expenditure of a little over $100,- 
000 for a group of disabled person;; 
increased 
their earning power 


from $36,000 
to nearly 
S4iH).UOO 


per year. This is largely a war- 
time record but it indicates \vhat 
can be done as the output of re- 
habilitated 
workers 
was out-

Are Feared 
in Italy

Washington, Nov. 7 — (UP) — 


The State Department, 
it 
was 


learned today, is seriously con- 
cerned over official warnings that 
Italy faces grave bread riots this 
winter unless 
relief shipments of 


wheat are stepped up considerably. 


Oficials 
said 
the 
impending 


crisis posed a serious threat 
to 


Allied efforts lo restore Italy po- 
lilically and economically 
to 
a 


sound basis. It was also seen as 
an added menace to the stability 
of all Europe in what will be one 
of the most difficult winters in its 
history. 


The 
appeals 
for more 
wheat 


came from both the Italian govern- 
ment and the Allied commission 
in Italy. They asked an additional 
125,000 tons in November, and indi- 
cated that even more might be 
necessary in December. 


Wheat shipments already sched- 


uled to Italy total some 100,000 tons 
monthly. The new request was a 
result of the poorest wheat crop 
Italy has had in 22 years. 


The 
demands 
for 
American 


wheat are rising sharply. Lt. Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay, 
deputy 
military 


governor in Germany, said 
yes- 


terday that an additional 300,000 
tons of food — partly wheat—must 
be shipped abroad "to keep the 
Germans from starving." 


This silualion finds the. United 


Slates — even though it has a sur- 
plus wheat crop — in serious dif- 
ficully. Biggcsl bottleneck to more 
wheat exports was said'to be limit- 
ed handling and transportation fa- 
cilities in Hie United States itself.

$500,000 worth of silver and other 
Nazi wealth were discovered today 
by 
American 
counter-intelligence 
agents investigating a German spy 
ring in Japan. 


The cache included 290 silver in- 
gots valued al S119,(il(i. It was un- 
derstood the Germans planned 
to 


send them lo Berlin via Siberia but 
the German invasion of Russia in 
1940 
prevented. 


During an investigation at Karui- 


zawa, one of several suspects in- 
advertently revealed that the treas- 
ure was hidden in Gurnina Pre- 
fecture. 


A detail of the American agents 


found the treasure in 15 large ware- 
houses in Kiryu, 30 miles south of 
Karuizawa. One warehouse 
held 


$250,000 worth of 
German 
dye- 
stuffs.

The Baptism of Jesus 


John the Baptist, the harbin- 


ger of tne gospel, preached in 
me 
wilderness 
of Judea 
the 


baptism of repentance, for the 
remission of sins. 
(Mark 1:4) 


Baptism "for the remission of 
sins" is the only purpose for 
which it has ever been preached 
with divine authority. 
John's 


work was divinely appointed of 
Gocl, and he preached the will of 
God. to these erring, impenitent 
Jews. 
(Isaiah 40:3) His work 


was of a reformatory 
nature. 


Many wicked Jews 
renounced 


their sinfulncss, "and were bap- 
tized of him in Jordan, con- 
fcssin.i their sins." (Matt. 3:6) 
John's baptism, therefore, was 
one preceded by repentance, it 
was;'for the remission of sins,' 
and they that were baptized bf ' 
him confessed their sins. 


While busily engaged in this 


work, John was approached by 
Jesus, who demanded baptism. 
The baptism of Jesus has oflen 
been misunderstood. Some have 
wanted to be baptized "just like 
ihe Lord", which is impossible. 
Others have contended lhat bap- 
tism is not for the remission of 
sins because it was not so in 
the Lord's case. No, Jesus was 
not baptized to be saved, for ho 
was never lost. He was not bap- 
tized either because his sins had 
been remitted, or in order to the 
remission of sins, for he "did 
no sin." (1 Peter 2:21) But the 
reason for the Lord's baptism 
is evident when carefully ex- 
amined. 


Thai John baptized "for the 


remission 
of sins" they 
that 


"confessed their sins" has been 
already seen. 
It is, therefore, 


not strange that John would re- 
fuse to baptize the Lord, say- 


ing, to Jesus, "I have need to 
be baptized of thce." 
(Matt 


3:14) 
Why? Because John was 


sinful,'Jesus- was sinless, and 
John-needed his sins remitted of 
Jesus instead*-of his baptizing 
Jesus "for the 
remission ' of 
sins." tJcsus thereupon answer- 
ed, "Suffer it to be so now: for 
thus it bccometh us to fulfil all 
righteousness." 
(Malt. 
3il5) 


That is to say /'John, make-an 
exception .in rjny case." This is 
evident, for it is-the exception, 


• and not the rule, that is' "suffer- 


ed." 
Goqdspeed, in his modern 


speech translation, renders this 
expression: 
"Let it be so this 
time." 


The expression "to fulfil all 
righteousness" simply means to 
do God's commandments, which 
are said to be "righteousness." 
(Psalms 119:172) Of This expres- 
sion, Gooclspced says, "—for it is 
right for us to do everything lhat 
God requires." Jesus was bap- 
tized then to obey God's es- 
tablished command, though he 
was not a proper subject for 
John's baptism, and an excep- 
tion was made in his case. When 
the baptism of Jesus was com- 
pleted, God said, "This is my 
beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased."

Vocational rehabilitation is avail- 


able to all disabled civilians having 
employment handicaps. 
The sick 


and injured cannot be considered 
cured until they have again be- 
come self-sustaining members of 
society. Training is provided with- 
out expense to (he individual by 
various stale departments of edu- 
cation under a -stale-federal pro- 
gram. Ex-service men with physi- 
cal or mental delects who are not 
eligible for benefits from Ihe Veter- 
an's Administration may also re- 
ceive this service. 


Conservative estimates 
indicate 


that over one and one-half mil- 
lion disabled persons could profit 
from 
vocational 
rehabilitation. 


Philosophy 
of rchabillation 
is 


to conserve 
that which remains 


so the individual can 
help him- 


self. 
If a medical condition in- 


terferes with employment or wiln 
| training, it can be corrected by 
the rehabilitation agony 
if no 


other service is available. 
EARLY START IMPORTANT 


Most important step in restoring 


the handicapped to employ-ability is 
to start.the program as soon as 
possible. Physicians, social workers 
public health nurses, and others 
can prevent the harmful 
effecls 


of idleness and hopelessness 
by 


calling Ihe slate agency's attention 
to the disabled person before he 
is discharged from medical care. 


Formal training should not be 


started until the disability has be- 
come 
stationary. 
Pre-vocational 


training can begin as soon as Ihe 
patient 
is able to spend a few 


hours each day in study. 


Rehabilitation specialists 
ascer- 


tain the kind of training the in- 
dividual 
would like 
lo receive. 


His interests arc checked with job 
opportunities and his own capac- 
ity 
to be trained in this field. 


Physical 
therapy, 
occupational 


therapy and psychiatric treatment 
are given throughout 
convales- 


cence to secure maximum recov- 
ery and good social adjustment. 
The disabled man 
may believe 


he will not be accepted by society 
because of his handicap, and this 
feeling must be overcome. 
M A I N T E N A N C E P R O V I D E D 


Every type of training can be 


secured for the disabled. Dur- 
ing the period of study, mainte- 
nance and transportation can be 
provided. On 
completion 
of his 


course 
the trainee is helped to 


find a position. For some of the 
disabled, 
especially those 
with 


visual handicaps, follow-up serv- 
ice on the job helps Ihem lo ad- 
just lo changes in procedure and 
woik schedules. 


Vocational 
rehabilitation 
pays 


in dollars and cents by changing 
the disabled from tax consumers 
to tax producers. In one stale an 
expenditure of a little over $100,- 
000 for a group of disabled person;; 
increased 
their earning power 


from $36,000 
to nearly 
S4iH).UOO 


per year. This is largely a war- 
time record but it indicates \vhat 
can be done as the output of re-

Are Feared 
in Italy

Washington, Nov. 7 — (UP) — 


The State Department, 
it 
was 


learned today, is seriously con- 
cerned over official warnings that 
Italy faces grave bread riots this 
winter unless 
relief shipments of 


wheat are stepped up considerably. 


Oficials 
said 
the 
impending 


crisis posed a serious threat 
to 


Allied efforts lo restore Italy po- 
lilically and economically 
to 
a 


sound basis. It was also seen as 
an added menace to the stability 
of all Europe in what will be one 
of the most difficult winters in its 
history. 


The 
appeals 
for more 
wheat 


came from both the Italian govern- 
ment and the Allied commission 
in Italy. They asked an additional 
125,000 tons in November, and indi- 
cated that even more might be 
necessary in December. 


Wheat shipments already sched- 


uled to Italy total some 100,000 tons 
monthly. The new request was a 
result of the poorest wheat crop 
Italy has had in 22 years. 


The 
demands 
for 
American 


wheat are rising sharply. Lt. Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay, 
deputy 
military 


governor in Germany, said 
yes- 


terday that an additional 300,000 
tons of food — partly wheat—must 
be shipped abroad "to keep the 
Germans from starving." 


This silualion finds the. United 


Slates — even though it has a sur- 
plus wheat crop — in serious dif- 
ficully. Biggcsl bottleneck to more 
wheat exports was said'to be limit- 
ed handling and transportation fa- 
cilities in Hie United States itself.

American 
counter-intelligence 
agents investigating a German spy 
ring in Japan. 


The cache included 290 silver in- 
gots valued al S119,(il(i. It was un- 
derstood the Germans planned 
to 


send them lo Berlin via Siberia but 
the German invasion of Russia in 
1940 
prevented. 


During an investigation at Karui- 


zawa, one of several suspects in- 
advertently revealed that the treas- 
ure was hidden in Gurnina Pre- 
fecture. 


A detail of the American agents 


found the treasure in 15 large ware- 
houses in Kiryu, 30 miles south of 
Karuizawa. One warehouse 
held 


$250,000 worth of 
German 
dye- 
stuffs.

The Baptism of Jesus 


John the Baptist, the harbin- 


ger of tne gospel, preached in 
me 
wilderness 
of Judea 
the 


baptism of repentance, for the 
remission of sins. 
(Mark 1:4) 


Baptism "for the remission of 
sins" is the only purpose for 
which it has ever been preached 
with divine authority. 
John's 


work was divinely appointed of 
Gocl, and he preached the will of 
God. to these erring, impenitent 
Jews. 
(Isaiah 40:3) His work 


was of a reformatory 
nature. 


Many wicked Jews 
renounced 


their sinfulncss, "and were bap- 
tized of him in Jordan, con- 
fcssin.i their sins." (Matt. 3:6) 
John's baptism, therefore, was 
one preceded by repentance, it 
was;'for the remission of sins,' 
and they that were baptized bf ' 
him confessed their sins. 


While busily engaged in this 


work, John was approached by 
Jesus, who demanded baptism. 
The baptism of Jesus has oflen 
been misunderstood. Some have 
wanted to be baptized "just like 
ihe Lord", which is impossible. 
Others have contended lhat bap- 
tism is not for the remission of 
sins because it was not so in 
the Lord's case. No, Jesus was 
not baptized to be saved, for ho 
was never lost. He was not bap- 
tized either because his sins had 
been remitted, or in order to the 
remission of sins, for he "did 
no sin." (1 Peter 2:21) But the 
reason for the Lord's baptism 
is evident when carefully ex- 
amined. 


Thai John baptized "for the 


remission 
of sins" they 
that 


"confessed their sins" has been 
already seen. 
It is, therefore, 


not strange that John would re- 
fuse to baptize the Lord, say- 


ing, to Jesus, "I have need to 
be baptized of thce." 
(Matt 


3:14) 
Why? Because John was 


sinful,'Jesus- was sinless, and 
John-needed his sins remitted of 
Jesus instead*-of his baptizing 
Jesus "for the 
remission ' of 
sins." tJcsus thereupon answer- 
ed, "Suffer it to be so now: for 
thus it bccometh us to fulfil all 
righteousness." 
(Malt. 
3il5) 


That is to say /'John, make-an 
exception .in rjny case." This is 
evident, for it is-the exception, 


• and not the rule, that is' "suffer- 


ed." 
Goqdspeed, in his modern 


speech translation, renders this 
expression: "Let it be so this 
time." 


The expression "to fulfil all 
righteousness" simply means to 
do God's commandments, which 
are said to be "righteousness." 
(Psalms 119:172) Of This expres- 
sion, Gooclspced says, "—for it is 
right for us to do everything lhat 
God requires." Jesus was bap- 
tized then to obey God's es- 
tablished command, though he 
was not a proper subject for 
John's baptism, and an excep- 
tion was made in his case. When 
the baptism of Jesus was com- 
pleted, God said, "This is my 
beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased." (Matt. 3:17) 
Let us 


obey the command of baptism 
because God requires il, as 
Jesus complied with it for this 
reason, and it will, when pre- 
ceded by faith and repentance, 
make us a child oC God. "For 
ye are all the children of God 
by faith in Christ Jesus. 
For 


as many of you as have been 
baptized inlo Chrisl have put on 
Christ." (Gal. 3:20-27)

Ex-Suicide 
Pilots Try 
Assassination 


Tokyo, Nov. 8 —(ff) 
— Two va- 


grant former Kamikaze pilots who 
wailed wilh drawn knives in the 
darkened halls of thc home minis 
try attempted vainly last night to 
assassinate Home Minister Kenjiro 
Horikiri. 


The 01-year-old 
minister, 
at- 
tacked as he returned from ad- 
dressing a meeting of police chiefs 
on the increase 
of 
crime and, 
"chaotic" conditions in Japan, was 
not injured. Thc assailants were 
taken in custody. 
At his desk as usual loday, Hori- 


kiri dismissed the attempt against 
his life as "unimportant," except 
as il emphasized 
the 
increased 
"restlessness" among the people, 


"The 
social situation, as 
you 


know, is deteriorating," he 
told 


the Associated Press in a telephone 
interview. The attack, he added; 
increased his personal intention to 
"work harder for the maintenance 
jf public order." 


Horikiri said he possibly would 


visit the Ueno park relief station, 
where the two former pilots have 
been living with hundreds of other 
vagrants, many 
of

Forced to sleep in the open. The 
attack, he said, was in 
protest 


against conditions at the stalion.

populations. "But the ideological
